OHATTBK I. 

A cold, beautiful moonlii^ht niijht of 
the winter aeaaon at S tint PtileMburii, 
The grand avenueB of the Bolahai.i Stur- 
ous presented a Bceiie of life and inaj^iii- 
ficenca aa hundreds of handeumc slui^ha, 
drawn by finely caparisoned horses, iii- 
terminglAd with gicb other in one spued- 
ing niasB over the glistening anew. With- 
in the edifices of unrivalled splendor, 
which lino the trranito ciunys, the sound 
of music gave an iiideacribiible charm to 
t{l8 outaido pleaBure-seckers iia thuy 
aped past the brilli»nt windows. Aa fur ua 
the eye cnuld reach an array of gliltoriiit;

tal. The Winter Palace was one blaze of 
light and splendor to-night, and all thn 
nobility of Kuaaia were to meat the Czir 
and court. The suiies of [;nrj^i.'oua lialla 
filled with rare tt^tuary, in ilanhiteB, pre- 
oioua stones, antique vasus and Uowera, 
were tturoaged .with.'.iriphly-dresBed ladies 
of rank,' and handsomely unit'oroied oiti 
cere. Dancing to Bpli;ndi<l tuu.iic, ban- 
quetting, promunadiui; tht; arand old g il 
leries over the Neva, and many other di- 
vortisomenta 'vore in progress, and the Uz r 
entered into the festivities with a zoal un- 
usual for him on this eventful night. 

Ther9 was b reign of terror being organ- 
ized in Russia and the revolutioniiry acta 
of which history ha^ mado uii familiar, 
were conntaiitly tecuiTui.'. To tlio uast of 
the Wintor Falaco and ciiiu'c t,:d with it 
by several covered L' llli-i i. H, ia tlm tior 
ftiitage, bi)i"lt by the (Jatli<Tiiiu bm 

ft place of resort when alu' de?iit'd L ) lay 
aside the dignity of ttitu and 'akn 
up the form of being ainiply GailnT 
ine. The lliTuiitigo was si-Uium uver 
used by tho Czar excupt in tiin^^M of daii 
ger when he desired to escape tho nciticu 
of the 6,000 subjects who reside in ihe 
great palace. On this night of fuativity 
there was another aceiiu in Saint Peters- 
burg, which t) 0110 not iiiiliatt'd into the 
secret woikiiig of Huasiau ruvulutiuiiiata, 
might prove less attractive Near the 
AnuitchkutI palace, on the Great Pros 
pekt, stands an imposing residence, wiili 
marble front, ornamented by round 
monolithes of polished granite. An idua 
d( wealth and spleiid jr is sucueslfd, and 
ijhon it is known {'nt ihin is tlic hi.Turii ip 
hqiqe of ^'atjaua Iv&nova and the 1 li 
spring of . that lavish expenditmo f' r 
\yhioh the Jakovleffs are famous, t'le im- 
agination may readily conceive all ili.u 
such associations imply. The JakuvK ll i 
^ere of a oornmiiu ancoatry of tlio houan 
pf fjonaanolf, r,nd lilio thii latter, disiivud 
their origin fcoin \Voiilowut, liin^' of 
ancient Prussia, and his son Andreaa 
i^obyla. Tho home of Tatjana Ivunova 
was frequented by the most eminent inon 
of modern Ilusaia, yet alio v/aa nxcliided 
from tho "Vmter I'alauu, and dc3|iile hor 
wealth and family could iiot j^.iiu an I'li- 
tranoe to the homea tif tho gueata who 
visited her. In fact, Tatjana waa llio 
enemy of all the beautiful women of 
Saint Petersburg, shunned on the avenuLH, 
neglected at tho opera, she was a tliurn in 
the aide of many a jeiilous b':llo, who 
would have given tho Wdidd to wield the 
nower amoiiL' l/reat humi, which th'.i ynuni; 
Ru^ian '-prin^un-J iH'^Hesiu'd, ) t was in I

((rawing room such high dignitaries aa 
Oount Milovodovitoh, the govornur-g(>n 
aral of Saint rotorsburp; Genorid Viin 
Bssen, the governor of Mimoow; Licut- 
Snant-general Staalj Prince .lisssoiioir, 
the director of the iircmlia iiuioininra- 
tion; Count K. movoveki, tho adjutant d 
tho Grand Dok*) Oonstiiiifini' ; I'rinco 
Qbolonski and many otherii of ('(|Uid iiutvj. 
While thiB atloiulauco of ni. u of Btatu wan 
QopaHionally qutBtioned -m lluMHian wocioty, 
Ond niiiuyof thefrequoulfri) of Tutjuua'fi pal- 
auo wcrodroppodby the ariHtoci-atiofaniilifn, 
it did not lesson their homaKo, and thi y wore 
OTidently content to diHpiuiHo with .some 
degree of royal favor to bo one of the 

_ ohosen guests of the beautiful princeHH. 

~ That Bhe was stiperbly beautiful was cen- 
oeded by all, and bod she desired it Tatjana 
Ivanovn cculd havo v.on the lovo o{ any 
noble of RuHHitt. The poriod ol whloh we 
vniit»wait that thrilliu^ epoch in Busaiua 



history when the daring Biikuuiu ooncoived 
that VKst idea ot fiuuibilating the powers of 
Europo and establishing 11 dietatoi-Fliip froa 
which bo aspired to rule tho world. Ah 
wild HB this tiudertakiug may Beum, it was 
aoriously projected and tho wily Bakuniu 
aHBOciutod with himself men of power who, 
to satisfy an inherent ambition, would sao- 
riflce the Czer and, it necessary, tho entire 
royal family. 

Jh {ritji«D'a[ Jvofi^QI'a be found a valuable 
ally. Stung <:by ~het~exqlQ8iQn from the 
Winter Pitlftce. dariig a'tf 'Biiltdtiin'JiiaSaif^ 
and intenaply ambitious to surmount . evpry; 
obstacle, she audaciously aspired to iio-less' 
a postiou than that held by the Empress 
Cathoriuo. Waa she not of royal blood, 
the descendant of a king? Why should the 
haughty Alexander deny Lor right to mingle 
with liirt guoHt.s at the Winter Palace? Was 
Hell tibo aw pure, as beautiful, art relineil in 
education, as any huly of rank in Ituasia ? 
With all thoKo things in hor heart it was 
not a remarkable thing that she became the 
colleague ot Bakunin, and to that end drew 
around her men best suited to the' dangsr- 
oua plot. Sakunin In those < days i was a 
man of remarkable powers,, a maq vho, .in 
all things was resoluta to dar^ andjOOAfi- 
dent to win tho wild scbcmoB with which 
bin imagination was prolilio. It did not 
appear to him an iinpossibili'.y to over- 
throw the empire of Uussia, and nut for a 
moment did ho belii've liimaelf incajiiiblo of 
ftssuunng Iho respoUHibililiea of a dictator, 
lie wuH an exceedingly handsome man, 
there whk isomething uoble about hia pres- 
ence whicb impressed one that he was born 
to command. His. mariner, it is true, 
lacked that polish attained by those who in 
early life are acoastoined to the Eociety of 
ednoated" people; '"He jrtt iielfjedn^tgd, 
and with;'tho.jkeen pwoepli^n &i;genil» ana 
natiirnf taleiits, he had oTitained from ob- 
RorvMtion a learuiug equal to that of tho 
emiiu:ut Herzeu. 

B-ikuniu had one rulitjg pas.Hion that 
inspired-bim-in all his act oiis, and t! at 
was his love for Tatj tna Ivallova. Who 
waa the empress of hia heart, madly hu 
worshipped, with all the intensity of a 
htriing nature awakoning to the knowledge 
thai It loves and is loved for the first 
linie. It was seldom that it kuniii at- 
tended the receptK'iia given by Tatjina, 
ft'tli'>ugh he dee r.nl to bo near her at 
these inoinonts — it waa policy. The world 
hardly realized how devoted these two 
were, certainly no hint of an attachment 
waa ever ^iven. It would not suit their 
life purpo.'L's; with lha ahrowdnofs that 
waa second nature to her Tatjana wrs to 
tho world heart-free. Each admirer waa 
certain that he would T)e tho fortunate 
possessor of her love. So adroitly did 
she act tho role that even the most skop- 
tical attache to the Ozir never divined 
her real intent, and riimur was rife at tho 
Wintor Pulacothat the Grand Duke Con- 
Btaiitiiio and even Alexis. wore partial to 
the beautiful eyes of i'rincess Tatjaoa. 

It waa after midnight on tho evening 
of tho Czar's rocepticn at the Wintor 
Pal.tee, ere the gueafs at Taljana's de- 
parted and tho palace was closed to tho 
world for this night at least. The snow 
began t(i fall in Urge flakes that soon cov- 
ered all marks of tlio great crnvvclH that 
had passed along tho avenues stretchii g 
away to an almost interminable distaii.;e, 
silent and deserted. Naught save tbo 
dofl tread of the police could be he m^, 
and yaint Petersbuig slept in apparent 
tranquility, iiow false at t:mes is our 
sensu of security. As the great town 
clock of tho peninsula tolled the hoar of 
two, a mufll'jd figure came cautiously 
through the gate of the Hermitage and 
stole along the quay of the Keva.

It is nBrvo;:Bneu.-i, or i,ho 
ptor.ipilngB 'o{ a Cowardly hi>tu re, antil 
who cou'm have beliovetl you o( all; p^berq 
to bo a coward, in th?3 supraine h'obYwhen 
Uiia.ila is i ) bo freed from tho yoke that 
weighs down the necks of her people. 
You I From tlie house of a Uoinnnojf, to 
shrink from a stroke for liberty, that will 
make you the mistress nf not only Euasia 
but of all Europe. You! who have been 
insulted, dragged down, denied admit- 
taiico to the Winter I'alaoe, snubbed by 
ladies of rank not rightfully equol to your 
own, Vou! tho princesi Ivanovn courted 
by nion, hated by women, feared by the 
royal family; why, Tatjaiia, I laugh at 
you." •

But the roads have been built, 
and tho cily has not only not retrograded 
but continues to advauco in prosperity.

A 
vessel was recently approaching Newport 
harbor during an unusually dark night, 
and the confusion ^ and bewildermont 
oauied by au eleotrio" light made her oap- 
tain lose his bearinKs and run his ship 
upon the rocks. The electric lights on 
Manhattan beach have proved a source of 
groat annoyance to luaatera of veasela en- 
tering New York hiu-bor, and the same 
trouble has been complained of in many 
other localities, from all of which we con- 
clude that there is such a thing as having 
too much light upon the water. But with 
the torch of liberty lighting the world the 
rtHult ia exactly ttio opposite. Although 
a tremendous amount of lustre is gon- 
erated the light is either too near tho sky 
or else there ia aonio serious iinporfoctiou 
in its arrangement. From tho city it ia 
scarcely visible, and for seaman the least 
important of all lighthousos along the 
coast.

A WpMAN Bbatkr Shot Den'o iy a police

Linnville aiiswerad, "An o(ficer, 
and I've come to arrest you." . He then 
asked, "Wfcere is your start" Linnvillo 
opened^liis coat and said "Here It is." 
Zeieler replied, "This i.s my place and 
I'm not fjoiut;." Liunville said, "I guess 
you will," starting toward. Zelslur coin- 
ing forward cried "Haiti or I'll ahoot." 
Linnville stopped, seeing a pistol in 
Zeialer's band, Linnville then said, 
"Drop that gun or I'll shoot you," 
Zeisler paid no attention to the com 
mand but continued advancing with 
drawn pistol to within about eight 
feet, whenj Liiinvilh fired killing him 
instantly. The jury acquitted Linnville.

The atatenlent of revenue and expendi 
ture for the hacal year endod 30th June 
on account of tbe CuoauUdated fund la as 
follows: .

Expenditure 89,176,973

The revenue, aaya the Montreal Uaz- 
ette, shows an increase of $417,142 over 
laat fiscal year, but falla aboutoue million 
abort of what'it was estimated to be, the 

shortage being accounted for partly by 
the ehrinkage in the value of goods im- 
ported and partly by the falling off in 
ezoiae, caused by the large withdrawals 
- from bond early in 1885 ia anticipation of 
an inbreaaa in duties. These two causes 
account' for the reveniie not reaching 
the figures anticipated by the Finance 
' Minister in making hia budget speech. 
With regard to the expenditure, it will 
be remembered that in his budget 
speoeh last aeaaion Hou. Mr. McLean 
said that, owing to tbe shrinkage in val- 
ues and to the unsettled atate of trade, 
lie anticipated a deficit ef about one mil- 
lion and ajialf in what may be called the 
ordinary receipts and expenditures, and 
this ttuiicipatioii has been about realized. 
The balance «f the deficit, over four mil- 
liona, ia attributed directly and indirectly 
to the 'Nortbwest rebellion — directly to 
tho coat of tho military operations and 
the payment, of wnr claims, and indirect- 
ly by the iucreaaud expenditure on ac- 
count of the mounted police, and in sus- 
taining the Indians, conaequent on the 
rebellion. Although the deficit ia a large 
one, theiargest, in fact, whiefa baa ever 
occurred in the Dominion, still it does not 
by any means exhaust all the surplus 
which has accrued aiiico the adoption of 
the national policy, tho total receipts for 
the seven years from July 1,1880, to 
Juno 30, 188(J, being in round numbera 
two hundred and twenty millions, and the 
expenditure two hundred and eleven mil- 
'ionn, no that even after the aerious defi- 
cit of t!ie last two years on bccdutiI of 
the rebellion, the national policy period 
shows a net surplus of nine millions. 
One aatiafaotory feature about ther*"*"- 
ment ic that we may take it as praotii j 
covering all the heavy expenditure in- 
curred by tho rebellion, except auch as 
will remain in tho ahapo of increased an- 
nual expenditure in coniiectiou with t!ic 
mounted police. But the cost of the 
rebellion ia practically paid, and this ab- 
'ocmal ezpendltura being removed, 
revenue and expenditure have oom- 
moncod to assume the normal position 
ttrey havo occupied for llia laat few years, 
the revenue exceeding the expenditure. 
For the tirat four months for the current 
fiscal year there is a surplus of revenue 
over oxpeiuiitu.so of nearly three milliona, 
niid ilie i)reaiMit indications aro that, unless 
Hunu! uijfnreseen circuinBtsncoa should 
iiriite, the aurplui! on tho liOth .June next 
will nearly, if not wholly, wipe out tho 
deficit of the laat li?cal year.

UNITED STATES. 
FuANKfOHT, Nov. 19. — A terrible lake 
diaaater occurred last night, and there is 
left net a soul to toll the story. During 
the height of a : atoi;mp^eaterdBy after-^ 
noon, at intetvala throughout the blind- 
ing anowatorm, fa three masted schooner 
could bo seen about six miles southvreat 
of Frankfort, Her poles were almost 
bare and her deck scorned clear of any 
cargo. An attempt waa made to anchor 
her, and she held for .a time, but soon 
broke looae and , drifted belplesaly before 
the gale. The wind gradually inoreased 
in violence and the seas were growing 
larger every moniout aa darkness settled 
over the lake. Holp was aaked from the 
Iife-savini< station at Manistee, hut it waa 
impoaaible for the tug to live in such a 
gale. After groat trouble, the life-saving 
bt.ttion, six milea from here, waa reached, 
and their apparatus, hauled down the 
coiiat by a foiv volunteers, ovarataop hille, 
winding ravines, tree trunks aad heavy 
snow drifts, cuustantly pelted by driving 
snow and hail. They arrived at tho sooue 
of tha disaster at Herring Creek at 4 
o'olock this morning, after a twenty mile 
struggle against the elementa. The vessel 
was totally broken up and with the cargo 
waa piled up on thu boaoh, everything 
baiuij completely destroyed. Tha broken 
masts, shrouds, lumber and debris wore 
all mixed and piled together. Oaptaiu 
Matthews thinks she muat havo haa hur 
anohur down and pounded to pieces on 
the outer bank. Une body waa found, 
that of a man about 30 yoara uld, with 
black hair and swudy muatiiche. lu the 
pucki i of hi,) e 'at wiih fdumi a lutler 
beuriiJt; iho ai.idi'o?s ut W in. L»urey. 1;U 
MudiMoti airet t, Oliiuiigo. His face was 
badly jammed and his hands lacerated. 
The VL-.siel'a y:iwl, with t'lu name iMe- 
haukeo, wiia near by uiiinjiirtjd. It in 
thought ahu h.i,d a ore>v of nine nitiu, and 
that ahe brot^e as §uon ag ahe struck. 
No other budiea have aa yet been dis- 
covered. 

Another wreck waa diieoviered two 
miles away, where ihu same chin tic 

wreckas^e was to bo aeeii. TIib eiiiira 
stem of tho echooner Miiriiiette, of Ui- 
cino, Wis., was diaooveied. .Vt a neigh- 
boring farmhouau was found a bi-uiiied and 
battered sailor, with lacerated hands from 
which the fiesh was stripped and hia feet 
were badly swollen. He ia 0. W. Anuis, 
of port Huron, a sailor on hia first trip, 
and is the only survivor of thia vessol. 
He says: "Wo loaded at Oaceola with 
lumber for George Looud, owner of tho 
lost veasel." 

CuiCAoo, Nov. 17. — A special received 
from White River, Ont., a small station 
on iho Canadian Pacific, gives particulars 
of a horrible tragedy which occurred 
there. It appears that Charles Williaaia, 
a storekeeper, Yvith a wife and three 
children, and whose father and mother 
lived «rltb him, took Richard O'Brien,^ S' 
railroad employe, aa a boarder some time 
since. A few weeks ago he became sua- 
picioua of h<s wife, and on Sunday laid a 
trap for her. Ho took the train for a 
distant station, saying he would not bu 
back until the middle of the week. Ua 
returned from a neighboring atatiou in 
the middle of tha night, and Roioi; homa 
found O'Brien in hia wife's robtn", 'He 
dealt the intruder a blow with a heavy 
stick, but O'Brien (juickly recovered him- 
self, and drawing a revolver dhut tho hus- 
band dead. The noise of the shot and 
the apreama of tho wife broU;{ht William's 
father to the scene, and he was immed- 
iately killed by a bullet from O'Brien's 
revolver. His wife having followed him, 
the fiendiah murderer snapped the weapon 
at her, and fiiidinfj it empty, beat her 
brains out with a heavy chair. Two of 
the children were then diauosod of with a 
heavy club. Tho younnent, 18 months 
old, waa spared. Tha wretch next stab- 
bed hie guilty pirainour four times in tho 
region of tho heart with a cbiep knife, 
and auppoaing her to bo dead, aot fire to 
tho house and tied. Attracted by the 
flames, neigbbora came and succeeded in 
reaoning the infant and Mra. Williaiua, 
who lived long enough to make a state- 
ment of the afTiir to the authorities. 
Officers were quickly dispatched in search 
of O'Brien, and he waa captured twenty- 
five milea from the acene of tha crime.

ARRIVAL OF II. WI. S. COK- 
ITIOUANT. 

Order Restored at nicUakalitla 
and the Surv^ey 'of the 
Reserve JProvresisinK. 

H. M. S- Cormorant whioh left on the 

28th of October for Mctlakahtla with 
Judge Harrison, OoniiuiaBioner Taylor, 
Supt. Royoraft and police constiblea 
Brooker and Ct»mpboll on board, arrived 
in Eequimalt harbor yoatecduy afternoon 
at 3.30. The Oormorant took the 
outaida paasagejOn. .tK'l>PXMPi sod ar- 
rived at MetlakanllB on the 3rd of Nov- 
ember, A landing was etfectud without 
any resistance being offered, but no ar- 
rests were made until the 5ih-, oonaider- 
able parleying going on between the gov- 
ernment otiiuiala and the Indian repre- 
sentative in the meaatime. The Indians 
reiiaeated a short dajay.jt9 e^Bble the I3ub- 
oowifz to' 'arrive. "'Their"" retiuest was 
granted. The Boscowilz arrived on tlio 
4th, and on the 5th the BtipuriiiteiidiMit 
and two conatabloa arrested four of the 
ringleaders in the council house of the In- 
diina, in the presence of about 300 In- 
diina. No resistance was offered. The 
government laolcChekey.^uiiwhioh was in 
the possasaion of the Indians, was then 
broken open and the prisoners placed in 
the gaol in charge of special oouatables, 
Other arr9bt^ followed from day to day 
until eight had bean arrested. 

.During the progress of the trials tho 
Indiana stated that they did not know 
they were acting wrongly in resisting tho 
survey. They had beau told the law 
could not touch them, or they would not 
have acted as thay had. They understood 
the land was to be taken from them, and 
they worn to be sent so mo where else. 
Now that they knew Lhey wore acting con- 
trary tu the law they would not interfere 
with Mr. Tuok any further. On tho 22nd 
of October about 80 Indians set upon iMr. 
Tuck and his party of five uasiatiints, 
while attempting to make a survey, l iok 
their instruments from them, drove thorn 
into their canoes, and would uot permit 
th'3m to land again, While the hearing 
of a prisoner was going on, Mr. Roy- 
craft received an anon;rinoas note atating 
that if he would go with the bearer, he 
would fludthosurvoyinginstrumeiits which 
had been taken from Mr. Tuck.; accompan- 
ied by Mr. Tuok went as directed and found 
the iustrnmeuts in a net Loune on the beach 
where they had been placed that morning. 

Tho following are the names of thoao 
arrested and the sentencBB paaaed upon 
them respectively: 

EdwardMaiher — Interfering'with a sur- 
veyor, one month; molesting Mr. Tuck, 
two months; rubbery, oommittedfor trial. 

Alfred At kinaon— In terCer ing with a su t - 
reyor, one month; molesting Mr. -Tuck, 
two months.

The Nansimo Free Press says: This 
oorainunity was shocked last evening with 
the news that Dr Daniel Clunoss had 
bean luund dofid in his bed at hia resi- 
dence un the Eiplauade. The deceased 
gontleiuan had for mmy years been 
troubled with cirrhosis uf tbe liver, and 
Biicoambed to that disease.

The shot blow off the whole .side of hia head 
and must hove caused instant death. llis 
bat waa blown several yards distant, aud 
the bullet must have passed out of the top 
of his head and through the hat, as there is 
a hole in the latter. The officer inspected 
the man and stated that he most be about 
fifty years of age, was clean abavehbat for 
a slight black moUBtaehe, He was wAl 
dressed in a suit of checked gray, with 
light blue overcoat.

On the steamer hs 
had mada tho acquaintance of R. Sher- 
wood, of San Franciaco, who next day 
wont to Vancouver. He soemed to be iu 
good spirits, played cards and billiards, 
and was very pleasant with everyone. 
On Wednesday with Mr. C. Bush he went 
tu Shawn igan Lake on a fishing excursion, 
and returued very much pleased with his 
trip.
